There have been few

At the end of a term and a half 
and after the mid-term congres­ 
sional elections, there has nearly 
always been a cabinet shake-up. 
due alm ost Invariably to personal 
financial considerations of the re­ 
tiring portfolio-holders.

Detroit Man Killed 


By Knockout Drops 


In 84-Cenf Robbery 


Detroit, Dec. I. {AP)— A Detroit 
man and his wife have confessed 
a knockout-drop slaying the prof­ 
its of which were 84 cents and a 
jacket that was pawned for 14, 
Inspector Paul H. W encel, of the 
pollee homicide squad 
said 
to­ 
night. The slaying was discovered, 
Inspector Wencel disclosed, when 
Ernest Demzlk sought the aid of 
an acquaintance in disposing of 
the body. 
The victim was Peter Vlohos, 
46, of Detroit, whose body was 
found in an 
apartm ent 
police 
claim is that of the Demziks. 
Inspector Wencel said that late 
W ednesday afternoon John Cor- 
blsh appeared at a police station 
and told officers that after drink­ 
ing with Demzlk In a saloon, the 
latter invited him to his room. 
There, Corbish told officers, Dem­ 
zlk showed him a man's body and 
asked Corblsh’s aid In sm uggling 
it out of the house. Corbish went 
to the station at once. 
W illiam A. Dowling, chief as­ 
sistant prosecutor, questioned the 
Demziks today and 
said 
Mrs. 
Demzlk told him that 
Monday 
morning Demzik suggested 
that 
they employ knockout 
drops 
to 
rob a man. 
Put Poison In Beer 
The woman said, according to 
Dowling, that her husband 
sug­ 
gested 
Vlohos, 
whom 
he 
had 
known for two years, as a likely 
victim. Mrs. Demzik admitted hav­ 
ing dropped the knockout drops 
in Vlohos’ beer as she and 
her 
husband sat in a drinking estab­ 
lishm ent. 
Dowling said the Demziks help­ 
ed Vlohos, who 
appeared 
very 
drunk, to their apartment. They 
took his money and jacket, pawn­ 
ing the latter, 
and 
continued 
drinking, Dowling said he learned. 
Disclosure 
that 
Vlohos was 
dead did not come until Tuesday 
m orning when the Demziks woke 
up. An autopsy report disclosed 
that Vlohos had been killed by 
poison, Detective Lieut. Leo Doyle

WEATHER HAS 
BEENFACTOR 


Loss Is Lowest In Local 
History; Improved 
Methods Help 


G u a r d i a n over 1,186,800 
acres of land in the Hiawatha 
and Marquette national for­ 
ests in the Upper Peninsula 
of Mi c h i g a n , the United 
States Forest Service only lost 
59 acres of cut over land by 
fires during the past year, ac­ 
cording to an announcement 
made by Frank Crow, assist­ 
ant supervisor. 
The year just completed 
was an exceptional year in 
I fire prevention 
and 
suppression 
•work. 
Frequent, 
well - spaced 
rains, combined w ith a lack of 
high-hacard days, m ade the sea­ 
son an ideal one as far as fire 
work of th e Forest Service was 
'concerned. A lthough 49 fires were 
reported in the two national for 
eats, both of which are under the 
jurisdiction of the E scanaba of­ 
fic e . only three 
extended 
over 
m o re than IO acres. The largest 
was a sixteen acre fire northeast 
o f Steuben. 
E quipm ent Improved 
One of the largest factors in th e 
speedy suppression of fires is im ­ 
provem ent of equipm ent. A tan k 
tru ck with a 350 gallon rapacity 
was used In quickly puttin g out 
five fires which, 
with 
fo rm er 
hand 
equipment, 
m ig ht 
have 
spread m uch fa rth e r th a n they 
did. 
T he 
truck la operated by 
th ree men who can accomplish a 
great deal m ore than a crew of IO 
o r 15 men using th e conventional 
shovel method of attack. 
A nother factor in Improved fire 
fighting m ethods is th e accessibil­ 
ity of CCC crews to almost any 
p a rt of the two national forests 
th rou gh m eans of num erous truck 
i trails constructed by CCC boys. 
Because of this netw ork of trails, 
trucks bearing fire fighting equip­ 
m ent have been enabled to reach 
th e fire source w ithin 
a 
short 
tim e after it has beeu spotted by 
the towers. 
This year’s lack of extensive 
fire dam age in the two national 
forests is interesting when com­ 
pared with that of the past three 
years. Last year, a total of 4 66 
acres was burned;' in 1936, fires 
covered 6,04 2 acres; and in 1935, 
th o territory burned covered 600 
acres. 
Fire 
conditions in 1936 
were th e worst in m any years, the 
hazard being 
consistently 
high 
because of lack of rainfall. Three 
large fires in th e eastern end of 
the peninsula accounted for the 
largest part of th e fire loss that 
year. 
Radio Not Used 
Due to the lack of fires of any 
appreciable size, the short wave 
radio equipm ent of 
the Forest 
Service was not pressed iuto use 
this year. The departm ent is well 
equipped for rapid 
com m unica­ 
tion by air between the fire line 
and towers or other headquar­ 
ters. In spite of the fact th a t the 
ra d io equipment was not found 
necessary this year, 
the Forest 
Service continued its classes in 
rad io work am ong 
the 
civilian 
conservation corps, several large 
classes having been graduated a ft­ 
e r c om pletion of required courses.

ber who has not been under politi­ 
cal fire in the cam paigning just 
over, not even excepting Secretary 
Hull. 
Any direct step by the president 
to replace any of those desiring to 
carry on to the end of the present 
term would be prom ptly constru­ 
ed, these insiders contend, as pres­ 
idential w eakening under the fire 
of adverse election results for his 
party. Mr. Roosevelt 
has

W eakened under political or legal 
fire in his advocacy of the new 
deal program , they say. Instead, 
he ha* fought back. The introduc­ 
tions of the suprem e court reor­ 
ganization bill, and the more re ­ 
cent and even less successful a t­ 
tempts to purge his party of mem­ 
bers he called conservatives, are 
cited as striking examples of this 
Roosevelt trait.

Nationally, the program 
pro­ 
vides for encouraging soil conser­ 
vation, for a level of agricultural 
production th at will 
meet 
the 
country’s domestic requirem ents 
end all possible export m arkets, 
and for adequate reserves.

York —We are beginning 
to observe phenomena in the gen­ 
eral economic situation not

like those which appeared in

First of all, production has been 
increasing: with reasonable speed, 
employment haa been increasing. 
This occurred all through 1936, 
striking finally a sort of acceler­ 
ating spark which sent 
it 
into 
high. This has not occurred now 
by any means. W hether it will or 
not is beside the point 
for 
the 
moment. 
The moment this 1936 
condi­ 
tion began to maanifest Itself the 
cry went up that we were enpoy- 
ing real recovery and with 
this 
went a demand for tapering 
off 
of government expenditures. The 
administration responded to this 
demand and thereafter all through 
the latter half of 1936 and 
the 
early part of 1937 expenditures 
were cut. 
Meantime prices rose, thus add­ 
ing to the depressive influences 
and 1937 moved swiftly Into a tall 
spih of impressive proportions 
Now as production has increas­ 
ed and as employment 
has ex­ 
panded, the same talk about re­ 
covery Imui spread around and the 
same demand for curtailing gov­ 
ernment expenditures has begun. 
Again the President responds and. 
lf we are to believe the 
stories 
from 
Washington, 
expenditures 
for relief are to be cut drastically. 
ANOTHKR 
TAIL SPIN? 
Of course there is the 
feeling 
that these reductions are to 
he 
accompanied 
by 
increased 
ex­ 
penditures for 
armaments. 
But 
the money for the armaments is 
not yet available and when it is it 
will take some time to put it 
ef­ 
fectively to work. 
Now if this curtailment of gov­ 
ernment expenditures takes place 
there is no doubt that the 
mild 
recovery movement 
will 
very 
quickly be checked and that 
we 
will go Into the same kind

tail spin we saw In 1937. It may. 
indeed, be more serious. For now 
there' is

which did not exist before. Then 
the government was raising funds 
by loans from the hanks.

Early Treatment 
Urged to Correct 


Child's Crosseye 


RY DR. E. ,1. BRENNER 
Director, Local Health Unit 
Tho idea that children will out­ 
grow squint or cross-eye is 
Hn 
erroneous one although there Is 
an element of truth In it for many 
children who start squinting at 
about the age of two or earlier do 
overcome tho obvious defect by 
the tenth year of life. 
However, 
they will still retain some visual 
defect resulting from the cross- 
eye. 
The second erroneous belief is 
that a child of two years who be­ 
gins to squint is too young for 
treatment to be instituted. 
As a 
matter of 
fact 
such 
children 
should be kept under observation 
from the very moment that squint 
is noticed. 
The two important points about 
cross-eye are that they give an 
unsightly appearance and there is 
a loss of visual function. 
When 
the squint occurs in a small child 
the vision of the crossed eye is 
diminished. 
Prolonged suppres­ 
sion soon produces sciious deteri­ 
oration in tho kecnnesaof the eye 
and binocular vision is lost. 
The 
longer the defect is allowed 
to 
continue tho harder it will be to 
reestablish good binocular vision 
and a sense of fusion which we 
all use unconsciously. 
What should the parent 
do 
when the child of two years be­ 
gins to squint? 
Tho first step is 
to find out whether 
the 
child 
needs glasses or not. lf the squint 
can be controlled in 
tills 
way 
further methods are unnecessary. 
However, if the glasses do not 
prevent 
deterioration 
of 
the 
crossed eye exercises of the eye­ 
ball should be begun some time 
after the age of three. 
These ex­ 
ercises recently have been 
em­ 
ployed very extensively for 
the 
overcoming of squint in children. 
The mother and child play games 
in which 
the 
child 
gradually 
brings the eyes into focus and 
balances the muscles. 
However, 
home training rarely is success­ 
ful because of the necessity of car­ 
rying it out for a long time and 
it is best to have the children go 
through their exercise in company 
with some one trained especially 
In this work. 
If the child can be 
placed under continued manage­ 
ment without interference 
uutll 
the age of seven a largo percent­ 
age of squinters can be 
cured. 
The word “Cured” here 
means 
that the eyes are straight, each 
having good vision and function­ 
ing together, with -marked 
Im­ 
provement in the appearance. 
Operation is only to be consid-, 
ered in conjunction with the lack 
of progress made by the exercises. 
It is not a measure of last resort 
but one which is used when ideal 
conditions are not 
present 
for 
training the eyes by means of ex­ 
ercises. 
Each case should be under the 
care of a physician specializing 
in this field t>eeause the import­ 
ance of good vision is far beyond 
that of any other factor in 
the 
educatibn of the child.
